of no uſe, but what is Vain or Luxurious; That mul} be of ail Trad 
ing tbe moſt Hurtfull to us. 

xmo, Therefore in the firſt and chief place, let Us by a ſolid 
well digeſted Sumptuary Law, prohibite the Wearing, Eating or 
Drinking of theſe Things which foſter Vanity and Luxury, yet 
ſo, as amoderate Uſe may be allowed even above Neceſſities: and 
wot to fall ſhort of Decency; taking this always along, that we 
are a Remote People, few Strangers come among us, and fewer 
yet of theſe, are wery confiderable in Quality or Knowledge; 
And among /t our ſelves, what all will and uſe becomes (in that ) 
Decent. 

2do. That theſe things which are uſed only for Decency may 
not be imported, if thzy can be made at Home. 

ztio. That ſuch ſuperfluous things as can be made at Flome, 
and of Flomebred Matterials may be allowed in Uſe; That ſo 
the Vain Rich Perſon may ſupport the poor one? For better it is 
fogive Money t0 a poor one, for any kind of Work en Native 
Subjeft, than to give Money to them for Begging.

And for the better furniſhing our ſelves with Clothing at home 
without Importing Woollen Cloth or Stuffs from Abroad, and 
for helping us to encreaſe or Export, thereby to advance our Nas 
tional Stock, and for recovcring of the great loſs. we have had, 
by the Rarving of ſo many Thouſands during the late Dearth, who 
died for want of Food, and wanted Food tor want of Work, 
and wanted Work for want of Wool; By Exportation of Wooll 
theſe ſeveral years contrar tothe Tenor of our good Laws, and 
the many Proclamations iſſued out conform thereto. That 
Law may be paſt, which will effeftually ſet a ſtop ts the Expors 
tation of Scots Wool and Tears of all kinds.
